1921 and 1922 sustained a net loss of

The wheat 
farmers 
who want to 
diversify might well consider sheep. 
Other 
farmers 
who 
have 
cheap 
pasture lands 
also 
might consider 
sheep. The nation needs more wool, 
and more mutton, and the workers in 
our national department of agricul­ 
ture declare that the industry has 
room for a 
considerable expansion. 
The recurring 
cycles 
of depression 
may not be avoided altogether, but 
they are not expected to be either 
so severe or so frequent as in the 
past. 
Mutton and wool in the future 
will be produced mainly on the aver­ 
age-sized 
farms. 
The 
range busi­ 
ness is passing. 
We now need about 
three hundred million pounds of wool 
a year more than we produce. 
It is 
not good business 
to 
import 
this 
wool. 
We might much better keep 
more sheep and grow our own wool 
than to raise more wheat and export 
the surplus. For forty years we have 
had comparative 
decreases 
in 
the 
number of sheep, and we think there 
need be no fear of over-production.— 1 
Farm Life.
